A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face. video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as spedfied in §§ 1 .1 11 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

IVIr. Strickland argued that Applicants* invention was directed to finding vowels within a voiced part of speech, and not 
to detecting voiced and unvoiced parts of a speech signal. Martin Lerner pointed out that the claims were unclear in 
the terminology for voice part and voice signal, possibly due to an inadequate translation of the specification from the 
priority document. It was unclear whether "voice part" was attempting to refer to a "voiced part" or merely a non-silent 
portion of a speech signal. It was similarly unclear whether "voice signal" was attempting to refer to a "speech signal". 
In the absence of clarity for the claimed invention, the terms "voice part" and "voice signal" must be broadly interpreted. 
The disclosure of Lee et al. was discussed as setting forth a way to reduce the bit rate by deciding whether certain 
parts of an unvoiced part were actually vowels. Martin Lerner said that the reduced bit rate of Lee et al. is similar to 
Applicants' invention of deciding whether certain parts of a voiced part were vowels. In both cases, part of the speech 
signal is further defined to be a vowel in order to obtain lower bit rate coding. Martin Lerner also discussed how voiced 
speech is coded at a lower bit rate than unvoiced speech, because voiced speech is generally characterized by 
continuing vowels, which have repeating information segments. It was contended that it is known that voiced speech 
and vowels can be coded at a lower bit rate than unvoiced speech and consonants, and is thus possibly inherent in 
Lee et al., but that this was expressly taught by Gersho et al. (Page 1 74). 
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
